TRUMAN SAYS HE’S 
TRYING HIS BEST 
TO PREVENT WAR 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25 (AP)— 
President Truman returned to 


Washington last night after a 
day of ceremony and parading 
during which police .estimated a 
million and a half persons saw 
him, The President was the prin- 
cipal speaker at the cornerstone- 
laying of the United Nations per- 
manent headquarters. 

After the U.N. celebration, Tru- 
man spoke briefly at a luncheon 
given by Mayor William O’Dwyer 
at which Russian Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Y. Vishinsky was a 
guest. He told the gathering there: 
“I don’t want to see another 
war. I am trying with everything 
I have to prevent another war. 
All I am working for is peace in 
the world for all the people in the 
world.” ; 

He reminded his listeners there 
were long controversies before the 
Constitution of the United States 
was adopted and said “we almost 
have the same sort of trouble 
with the U.N. today.” He added, 
“It took us 80 years to find we 
could live together peacefully.” 


U.S. STEEL’S NET 
INCOME $39,171,144 
IN THIRD QUARTER 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25 (AP) — 
United States Steel Corp. reported 
today its net income was $39,171,- 
144, equal to $1.26a common share, 


A person at least half'a mile away 
from an atomic blast does have a 
chance. 

Maj. Albert J. Mauer of the 
United States Army Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s office, says that anyone four 
miles away when the bomb goes 
off has:an almost perfect chance 
of escaping without injury. | 

But from four miles in toward 
the center, the safety percentages 
drop off sharply. From a half 
mile out to a mile and a half from 
the atomic blast, it is about 50-50 
on coming out alive. In the half- 
mile inner circle, “there will be 


almost complete ‘destruction with 
deaths very close to 100 per cent,” 
Bauer says. 

Bauer prepared this report with 
Capt. John R. Hogness of the 
United States Army Medical Cen- 
ter for presentation today before 
the Twelfth International Con- 
gress of Military Medicine and 
Pharmacy meeting here. Military 
medical officers from 28 nations 
are attending the congress. Basing 
their findings on the atomic ex- 
plosions at §iiroshima, Nagasaki 
and Bikini, thetwoArmy medical 
men described the effect of an 
atomic blast and how to defend a 
city against it. 

“Not the End for All.” 

Agreeing that “the atomic bomb 
is truly a fearful and extremely 
destructive weapon,” the report 
emphasizes that the public must 
realize “an atomic explosion is not 
the end for all concerned.” 

At Hiroshima, 50,000 in a city of 
250,000 died from one.bomb. But 
the report blamed the high death 
rate on the downtown location of 
hospitals. At Hiroshima, nine- 
tenths of the doctors and nurses 
were bomb casualties. This pre- 
vented medical aid which could 
have saved many victims. 

The report said of all Hiroshima 
deaths, only 15 in 100 came from 
the mysterious and much feared 
radiation sickness. Most deaths 
resulted from injuries common to 
any other bombardment—burns, 
fractures, contusions and __ lacera- 
tions. 

Bauer and Hogness regard wide- 
spread fire and severe burns as 
the greatest hazards of the bomb. 
The intense flash of the blast 
sends. out heat waves that can 
ignite inflammable materials a 
mile and a half away. 

What to do about a bomb at- 
tack? Bauer and Hogness recom- 
mend preparedness measures not 
much different from those for any 
other kind of bombing. 

Propose Education, Planning. 

Bauer and Hogness call for edu- 
cation and planning for an atomic 
emergency to prevent hysteria. 

“Discussion on types of shelters 
is perhaps somewhat academic, as 
an atomic attack on any city may 
well come as a surprise, and little 
in the way of shelter will be util- 
ized in advance,” the report says. 

“The population of a city must 
be advised to remain indoors 
wherever they are located at the 
time of attack, turn on radios if 
current is available, and await in- 
structions. ... 

“After atomic bombardment... 
the safest action for the individual 
civilian is to remain in the vicin- 
ity of his home and endeavor to 
eontrol local fires, unless some spe- 
cific reason for evacuation be- 
comes apparent.” 


(AP)—The Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, in confirming joday that 
it is planning a $300,000,000 expan- 
sion of its atomic bomb-making 
facilities, said $250,000,000 would be 
used for the atomic program and 
$50,000,000 for the Tennessée Val- 
ley Authority to supply power to 
meet future requirements at 
atomic plants here. 

The statement confirmed earlier 
reports from Washington of the 
proposed on. 

It said President Truman has 
authorized the commission to use 
$30,000,000 of its presently ap- 
propriated funds to start expand- 
ing production capacity at Oak 
Ridge and Hanford, Wash, Oak 
Ridge is the center of the AEC’s 
uranium-producing plants. Han- 
ford is the hub of plutonium oper- 
ations. 

“The cost of construction at 
Oak Ridge is estimated at $185,- 
000,000 and at Hanford; $25,000,- 
000,” the commission said. “These 
estimates are subject to revision 
as the program develops.” 

The commission said it would 
ask Congress for supplemental 
appropriations “to carry out the 
program.” ; 

Officials of the AEC and the 
TVA outlined plans for the expan- 
sions to members of the’ House 
Appropriations Committee in 
Washington last week. 

At that time, Representative 
Gore (Dem.), Tennessee, acting 
chairman, told reporters the TVA 
will construct new dams and ad- 
ditional steam plants to increase 
its electric power production. At 
Knoxville, TVA officials said they 
had “nothing to add” to the AEC 
announcement.

Irving S. Olds, chairman of 
United States .Steel, said late to- 
day that there was no end of the 
steel strike “immediately in sight.” 
“Tf this strike should bring on 
a depression,” Olds said, “the pub- 
lic should remember that it was 
called by Philip Murray, the pres- 
ident of the union. United States 
Steel did not want a steel strike 
and tried hard to avert it.” 

Olds read a statement at a.news 
conference after a quarterly meet- 
ing of directors. He said em- 
ployes of United States Steel have 
lost approximately .$46,000,000 in 
wages because of the strike. The 
corporation has lost production of 
approximately 2,200,000 tons of 
steel, he said, which in turn has 
caused a loss of shipments to the 
public of around 1,500,000 tons of 
finished steel] products. 

Murray Plans Fund. 

Murray, who has said his union 
will “absolutely not give in,” made 
plans to get other CIO unions to 
chip in toward a steel strike fund. | 

The CIO United Electrical Work- 
ers, very much at cdds with Mur- 
ray on nearly everything else, an- 
nounced that it was raising funds 
for steel and coal strikers. 

An incident at Baltimore indi- 
cated the steel strikers were be- 
ginning to feel the no-pay pinch. 
Several hundred strikers jammed 
union headquarters to obtain food 
and food orders. Extra police had 
to be called to maintain order. . 

Albert Atallah, Maryland dire¢- 
tor of the steel workers, said: 
“The strategy for yesterday’s dis- 
order was developed by persons 
outside our organization and I 
suspect Communist party work- 
ers.”

A Government order for rail- 
roads with 25 days supply of coal 
or less to cut operation of coal- 
fueled passenger trains by 25 per 
cent was due to become effective 
at midnight tonight. Three lines 
alone, the, Pennsylvania, the Long 
Island and the New York Central, 
said they planned to stop 202 
trains. 

The New York Central, which 
discontinued 89 trains last Satur- 
day, is laying up 57 more tonight. 
The Pennsylvania is withdrawing 
103 and the Long Island 42—most 
of them non-commuter passenger 
trains. 

(The United Press reported that 
cancellation of 214 passenger and 
suburban trains was announced 
at Chicago, and that the same 
roads previously had canceled 103 
trains. Across the nation, the 
United Press said, the number of 
train cancellations, most of them 
effective ai midnight tonight, 
mounted past 600.) 


N.Y.C. TO DROP TWO 
ST. LOUIS TRAINS 


Two New York Central passen- 
ger trains operating between 
Cleveland and St. Louis will be 
discontinued temporarily, effec- 
tive tomorrow, as a result of the 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion’s order for curtailment of 
Service on trains using coal-burn- 
ing locomotives. 

The trains are No. 423, which 
arrives from Cleveland at Union 
»Station here at 5:20 p.m., and No. 
407, which arrives at 11 p.m. A 
mail and express section of train 
No. 446 between St. Louis and 
Cleveland is being combined with 
the regular train to conserve coal. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad an- 
nounced in New York yesterday 
elimination of 103 trains, but none 
of its St. Louis trains is involved, 
it was reported here. 

Only one of the five railroads 
with headquarters in St. Louis has 
canceled passenger trains because 
of the ‘coal shortage. Several 
weeks ago, in advance of the ICC 
order, the Wabash canceled trains 
Nos. 22 and 23, which provided lo- 
cal service both ways between St. 
Louis and Moberly, Mo. The other 
St. Louis lines have not been af- 
fected so far because most of their 
passenger trains are powered by 
diesel or oil-burning steam locomo- 
tives, or they have more than 25 
days’ supply of coal. 


has moved 235.000 fresh troops 
into eastern Europe in the last few 
months to. help stamp out a vast 
“Titoist” underground as effective 
as the French wartime Maquis, 
a western intelligence source said 
today. 

The source, who returned from 
the Balkans during the past week, 
said the underground is composed 
chiefly of anti-Soviet Communists 
whose immediate aim is to terror- 
ize the Cominform leaders of their 
own countries. 

He said many minor Cominform 
officials have been murdered re- 
cently in Bulgaria, Romania and 
Hungary and that only last month 
an attempt to assassinate Presi- 
dent Klement Gottwald of Czecho- 
slovakia failed “by a few minutes.” 

Version of Attempt. 

The source, who cannot be 
identified, said Gottwald and other 
Czechoslovak officials were en 
route to northwestern Bohemia by 
train. A bomb exploded on the 
tracks a few minutes before their 
train reached the town of Louny. 
Gottwald canceled a _ scheduled 
speech and returned to Prague, 
the source said. 

Four of a group of men con- 
victed at Louny of murdering a 
government officia] and crimes 
against the state were sentenced 
to death yesterday and four to 
life imprisonment. However, they 
were not the terrorists the govern- 
ment was seeking, the source said 

“The trial was held at Louny 
even though the men were 
charged with trying to set off .an 
explosion in Prague,” he said. “Tt 
obviously was a plan to try tc 
blame the murder afd attempted 
assassination of Gottwald on bour- 
geois elements. 

“But those were not the mer 
responsible. The men the govern: 
ment wants are Communists them: 
selves — Communists looking to 
ward Tito instead of Stalin fo 
directions.”

STORE CAUGHT IN 
U.S. TAX ROUND-UP 


Walter L. Newell, operator of 
Newell’s Cowboy Store, 1907 South 
Broadway, was caught in Uncle 
Sam’s tax roundup today when he 
was named in criminal informa- 
tions charging him with making 
false statements about his finan- 


cial] condition in an income tax 
compromise. 

The information, issued by As- 
sistant United States Attorney 
Herbert Freer, states that in May, 
1947, Newell owed the Government 
$38,128 in additional taxes, pen- 
alties and interest on his 1942-43 
income. It is alleged he listed 
under oath $43,972 in outstanding 
mortgages, whereas actually the 
mortgages amounted to $23,972. 

A second count in the informa- 
tion states that in October 1947, 
Newell still owed the Government 
$28,528 on his 1942 and 1943 in- 
comes, and listed mortgage liabil- 
ities totaling $38,200. The actual 
mortgage indebtedness was $18,200, 
the information stated. 

Bond for Newell, who has a 
wide clientele for his western sad- 
dles and other cowboy parapher- 
nalia, was set at $1000. Maximum 
penalty on conviction is a $10,000 
fine and one year in jail.

GIVES HIMSELF UP,

MAN A YEAR AGO 


A’man who said he is Fred W. 
Pope, 22 years old, of Indianap- 
olis, Ind., walked into Lucas Ave- 
nue Police Station last night, 
handed over a hunting knife and 


announced he had killed a man in 
California a year ago, and buried 
the body on a beach. 

Police, who are checking Pope’s 
story, said he wept as he told 
them he threw the hunting knife 
at an acquaintance named “Bill” 
in a quarrel last October involving 
a young woman. He said the 
quarrel started in “Bill’s” automo- 
bile on Roosevelt road, Los An- 
geles, when “Bill” refused to take 
the woman home. “Bill” was 
wounded in the abdomen by the 
thrown knife after all three got 
out of the machine, Pope stated. 
He said that he recovered the 
knife and stabbed the man several 
times, killing him. 

Pope said the woman fled, and 
he then drove “Bill’s” body to a 
beach near Santa Monica and 
buried it. Abandoning the ma- 
chine, he began “drifting,” he re- 
lated. He arrived in St. Louis 
Sunday night, and “decided to get 
the killing off my mind,” he told 
police. In his account, the pris- 
oner gave the woman’s name and 
the name of the hotel in which he 
said “Bill” lived. Los Angeles au- 
thorities were notified.

CITY GASOLINE TAX 
COLLECTIONS SET 
9-MONTH RECORD 


The city’s gasoline tax collec- 
tions for the three months ended 


Oct. 1 were the highest for any 
quarter sinte the 1-c:nt tax first 
was levied in 1931. Collections for 
the first nine months of 1949 also 
constituted a record. 

A tax of 1 cent a gallon was 
paid on 37,098,000 gallons sold in 
the city from July 1 to Sept. 30, 
resulting in $370,980 in revenue. 
For the first nine months, taxes 
were collected on 106,200,000 gal- 
lons, for a total of $1,062,200. 

Gasoline sold in St. Louis for the 
last three months exceeded by al- 
most 9 per cent the amount sold 
in a similar period last year. In 
the nine-month period, the in- 
crease was nearly 6 percent. One- 
half of the receipts from gasoline 
taxes are allocated as municipal 
revenue while the other half is 
used to retire bonds on street im- 
provements.

John H. Urspruch, whose wife, 
Ada, was struck and killed by an 
automobile a week ago in front of 
their home on Gravois road west 
of Eddie and Parker road, was 
found dead last night in the rear 
of the home.

GETS LIFE TERM 
FOR PAWNSHOP 
‘HOLDUP KILLING 


Willie Glenn Is Found 
Guilty of First Degree 
Murder of Detective 
W. J. O’Brien. 


Willie Glenn, East St. Louis Ne- 
gro, was found guilty last night 
by a circuit court jury cf first- 
degree murder in the killing of 
Detective William J. O’Brien in a 
pawn shop holdup last March 16. 
The jury fixed his punishment at 
life imprisonment in the state 
penitentiary. 

The verdict was reached at 9 
o’clock after the jury had delib- 
erated more than five hours. Cir- 
cuit Judge Francis E. Williams, 
who had instructed the jury on 
verdicts of first-degree murder or 
acquittal, gave Glenn’s attorney 
30 days in which to file a motion 
for a new trial. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Jos- 
eph-M. Settich, who prosecuted 
the case, expressed disappoint- 
ment with the failure of the jury 
to assess the death penalty, as he 
had requested in his closing argu- 
ments. “In view of the preponder- 
ance of evidence against Glenn, I 
think the jury should have come 
in with the death penalty,” he told 
reporters. 

State witnesses testified at the 
trial that Glenn shot O’Brien when 
the latter entered the Franklin 
Loan & Mercantile Co. 1400 
Franklin avenue, as Glenn and 
an accomplice, Robert Newman, 
Negro, were holding up the co- 
owners of the pawn shop. After 
shooting the detective, they said, 
Glenn shot and wounded the co- 
owners, Louis Goldstein and his 
brother-in-law, Leo ©. Yaffe. 
Glenn, 22 years old, was the 
only defense witness. He testi- 
fied his gun was fired accidentally 
four or five times as he struggled 
with the detective. He denied he 
shot O’Brien, Goldstein or Yaffee 
deliberately. 

O’Brien, 68 years old, was wear- 
ing an overcoat when he surprised 
the holdup men in the pawnshop, 
and ,had no opportunity to draw 
his revolver. Veteran police of- 
ficers, however, said O’Brien had 
never fired his revolver at any- 
one during his 31 years as a police 
officer. 

Settich said he is considering 
filing three first-degree robbery 
charges against Glenn, based on 
the pawnshop and other holdups. 
Newman, who was also charged 
with murder, obtained a separate 
trial.

‘general earnings tax, but there 


should be no ceiling. 
The proposed charter provision, 


designed to permit the Board of 
Aldermen to enact such a tax by 
ordinance, also would author 
the collection of a similar tax on 
net profits of businesses or other 
activities conducted by residents, 
It also would apply to businesses 
conducted within the city by non- 
residents. 


Inclusion of these provisions was 
made under the theory that, once 
the charter is approved, it no 
longer would be necessary for the 
State Legislature to enact enabling 
legislation before the Aldermen 
can act. The city’s first attempt 
to enact the present one-half of 1 
per cent earnings tax was de- 
clared void by the State Supreme 
Court because the tax ordinance 
was adopted without authority 
either from the present charter or 
the Legislature. An enabling act 
was adopted later, but authority of 
the city. to levy ‘the tax will ex- 
pire next June unless the Legis- 
lature extends the time. 

Sliding Scale Suggested. 
Samuel H. Liberman suggested 
the proposal, submitted by Claude 
O. Pearcy, committee member, 
should contain a clause with a 
sliding scale so the Aldermen, if 
they saw fit, could provide higher 
taxes on large earnings and lower 
taxes on small earnings. He said 
he feared strict construction by 
the courts might prevent such a 
plan later if it were not specific- 
ally authorized in the charter. 


Committee Chairman Clem F. 
Storckman said he thought the 
earnings tax should be “simple 
and direct, otherwise you'll have 
pressure groups complicating the 
tax.” He also said a graduated 
tax might be “very difficult” to 
administer. His views prevailed. 
The 1 per cent maximum on the 
tax was suggested ‘by Alroy S. 
Phillips, who said: “We should try 
to put a limit on this so that it 
can’t be increased without a vote 
of the people. Don’t forget that 
real estate owners and those peo- 
ple like the motion picture oper- 
ators and others subjected to ‘nui- 
sance’ taxes will be continually 
exerting pressure to increase the 
earnings tax. There should be 
some limit.” 


Income Tax Provision. 


An income tax provision, to be- 
come effective only “when per- 
mitted by law,” also was perfected 
and approved by the committee. 
It was submitted by Phillips. It 
would authorize the city “to as- 
sess, levy and collect by ordinance 
for general revenue purposes, 
taxes on incomes from whatever 
sources derived when permitted by 
law.” 

This proposal would authorize 
the city to collect taxes from cer- 
tain types of income that would 
not come under the earnings tax. 
One of these would be income 
from investments. The proposal, 
however, could not become opera- 
tive until and unless the state 
gave up its present income tax.

WATERFORD, Mich., Oct. 2 
(AP)—A crazed farmer shot up 
two taverns with a shotgun last 
night, then killed himself after 
wounding 10 persons. 

Tramping back and forth across 
a street of this little resort vil-; 
lage, Joe Runyon, 57 years old, 
fired seven or eight charges 


through windows of the taverns 
in 10 minutes. Then he walked a. 


streetcar operator and dairy 
worker. In 1935 he was sentenced 
to two years in the Missouri pen- 
itentiary from Dent county for 
arson. 

During the seven days of the 
trial, Mahurin sat emotionless, 
hands folded on his lap. After 
the case went to the jury late yes- 
terday afternoon, he walked out- 
side the court room and stood in 
the hall, talking with his son and 
daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. La- 
vern Mahurin, 3027A Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, St. Louis. 

One of his former wives, Mrs. 
Elaine Harriman, 5348 Ridge ave- 
nue, St. Louis, was in the court- 
room when; the verdict was re- 
turned. She displayed no surprise. 
Mahurin did not take the stand 
in his own defense. Defense coun- 
se] rested aiter presenting only 
one token witness. 

In his final summation during 
the afternoon session, J. Grant 
Frye of Cape Girardeau, special 
prosecutor, called on the jury not 
only to find Mahurin guilty of 
murder in the first degree, but 
also to assess the death penalty. 


He pointed out inconsistencies 
in statements made by Mahurin 
about the death of his wife, say- 
ing that no two of his statements 
had been alike. He said the de- 
fendant had lied to and deceived 
his wife from the time he first 
met her. He did this for the sole 
purpose of marrying her, Frye 
said, and obtaining possession of 
her property. 

‘Gruesome’ Pattern of Murder. 
“Have you ever seen a pattern 
of murder more gruesome, more 
deliberate than this?” he asked. 
“William Clarence Mahurin 
stunned the poor woman with a 
terrific blow over her eyes, then 
leaped on her and shoved her 
head down between her knees 
until she died of suffocation. Mur- 
der is what it is—murder in the 
fir t degree.” 

Frye, a chunky, red-faced man, 
worked himself into a frenzy as 
he shouted the closing points of 
his argument, pausing occasionally 
as his exhortations robbed him of 
breath. ‘ 


Henry G. Morris of St. Louis, 
chief defensé counsel, was equally 
dramatic in his argument. A hush 
fell over the crowded courtroom 
and several gasps were audible 
when Morris, pointing to the. ceil- 
ing, said: “Lottie Mahurin, where 
ever you are, bear with this jury 
and let them know the truth—let 
them know that this man did not 
murder you.” 


Neither Morris nor Charles E. 
Gray, the other defense lawyer, 
made any effort to show how 
Mrs. Mahurin came to her death. 
Morris said an unsigned state- 
ment by Mahurin, which had been 
admitted as evidence, could be 
interpreted as indicating the kill- 
i either was accidental or in 
f-defense. 

He said the state was trying to 
take the life of a man on the 
strength of an unsigned statement 
and Sheriff Dewey Smallen’s testi- 
mony. He asked the jury to dis- 
regard the testimony of Smalien, 
sheriff of St. Francois county, be- 
cause of inconsistencies. 


Prosecuting Attorney B. C. Tom- 
linson reviewed the six days of 
testimony given by state witnesses. 
He charged Mahurin killed. his 
wife because of her threats to re- 
turn to St... Louis and obtain a 
divorce. 

“If she had done that,” Tomlin- 
son said, “her attorney would have 
uncovered all Mahurin’s carefully 
laid plans to obtain her posses- 
sions. He couldn’t afford to allow 
this to happen.”

The nalf blind marshal, who 
commanded the southern wing of 
the German forces in Russia, told 
of the Battle of Stalingrad at his 


war crimes trial in a British court. : 


It was his third day on the stand. 

Hitler sacrificed the Sixth Army 
after 60 Russian divisions sur- 
rounded it because he was more 
interested in prestige than in mili- 
tary fiecessity, Yon Mannstein tes- 
tified. 

The witness clarified the mys- 
tery of why Marshal Friedrich von 
Paulus, commander of the Sixth 
Army, did not try to break out of 
the encirclement cnce he realized 
the Russians had sprung their 
trap. 

Hitler told Von Paulus to fight 
to the last man, he said. 

He said Hitler refused either to 
allow the Sixth Army to break 
out or surrender.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2% (UP)— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower said 
last night the American dream 
would turn into “the American 
nightmare”. if the people of this 
country become slaves of the Gov- 
ernment. 

The Columbia University presi- 
dent, in a speech delivered before 
the eighteenth annual forum of 
the New York Herald Tribune, 
urged that each new Government 
proposal be studied for its effect 
on personal freedom. 

“Unless we understand the 
American dream, it may become 
the American nightmare,” ’ Eigen- 
hower said. “We believe in hu- 
man dignity, in human rights not 
subject -to arbitrary curtailment. 
We believe that these rights can 
be fully possessed and effectively 
exercised only so long as man as- 
serts and maintaing himself the 
master not the serf of institutions

He urged citizens to view crit- 
ically “every slightest reason or 
excuse for moving the line that 
separates governmental from in- 
dividual responsibility.” 

Proposes Conference. 

Eisenhower proposed that lead- 
ers in every field meet with facul- 
ties of great schools to determine 
what are the plain citizen’s respon- 
sibilities and those of the Gov- 
ernment. 

“How can the plain citizen de- 
termine the dividing line between 
his own and the government’s re- 
sponsibilities?” Eisenhower asked. 

“To help us, I believe that noth- 
ing could be more effective than 
a convocation of leaders in every 
field with the faculties of some of 
our great universities ... to de- 
velop a clear and authentic chart 
of this dividing line. 

“The result might not_ satisfy 
the mind and conscience of each 
of us, yet the question would be 
rescued from the domain of preju- 
dice, emotion, partisan politics and 


to logical analysis and enlightened 
judgment.” 

The conclusions of such a convo- 
cation, he said, “would certainly 
emphasize the truth: More and 
more bureaus, more and more 
taxes, fewer and fewer producers; 
the final result is financial col- 
lapse and the end of freedom.” 

Democrats’ Night. 

Eisenhower was the principal 
speaker at the first session, the 
rest Of which was devoted to the 
Democratic party’s side of political 
questions, Republicans are to 
speak at tonight’s session. 

Among last night’s Democratic 
speakers were Senator Humphrey 
of Minnesota; James G. Patton, 
president of the National Farmers 
Union; Federal Security Adminis- 
trator Oscar Ewing; Representa- 
tive Howard W. Smith, Virginia; 
Senator Graham, North Carolina; 
and Gov. Adlai E, Stevenson of 
Illinois. 

Gov. Stevenson said he believed 
the basic political rift today is on 
“how far government must impair 
some individual freedom to pre- 
serve more.” 

“I don’t like any interference 
with free markets, free men and 
free enterprise,” he said, “But I 
also know that there can be no 
real freedom without economic 
justice, social justice, equality. of 
opportunity and a fair chance for 
every individual to make the most 
of himself.” 

Civil Rights Bills Assailed. 

Representative Smith con- 
démned ag violationg of states’ 
rights the anti-lynching bill, the 
anti-poll tax bill, the anti-segrega- 
tion act, the federal housing bill, 
subsidies of all types and the min- 
imum wage law. ; 

Senator Graham approved fed- 
eral aid to schools without federal 
control, rural electrification, elim- 
ination of the poll tax and lynch- 
ing mobs, equal rights for women, 
federal housing and wider social 
security. 

Graham called for the establish- 
ment of a limited world govern- 
ment to safeguard the peace of 
the world. 

Farm leader Patton and Repre- 
sentative Clifford P. Case (Rep.), 
New Jersey, debated whether “the 
Democratic party should seek to 
become a farmer-labor coalition.” 

Patton said it should, because 
farmers and labor have common 
objectives and must fight “the 
greatest threat to the working of 
democracy ... efforts of monopo- 
lists, of economic royalists, of 
‘malefactors of great wealth,’ to 
take over any and all political par- 
ties.’ 

Case said such a coalition in 
control of the Democratic party 
“would mean a division of the 
country politically along economic 
and ideological lines ... the end of 
the American two-party system.” 

Humphrey's Plan. 

Senator Humphrey proposed a 
new party system for the Demo- 
crats which included reformulat- 
ing of platforms every two years, 
a national party council to formu- 
late policy, reviving and making 
more use of the party caucus and 
a joint committee between the two 
houses of Congress to make com- 
mittee assignments. 

Ewing spoke on “the philosophy 
of the Fair Deal,” of which he 
said the heart and core is “the

HE villain of the history of the Marshall Plan’s failure to solve 
western Europe’s chronic trade deficits, in the eyes of German 


conservatives, is state planning and the socialist state. 


“All 


Europe has to help pay the cost of England’s socialist government,” 


German Economics Minister Ludwig Erhard charged in a speech at | 4 
Frankfurt. “The Labor Government's four years of a planned econ-| 


omy has achieved less than we have in one year of a free market 


economy.” 

Herbert Gross, a Duesseldorf 
economist, complained, “The en- 
tire world is crying for capital in- 
vestments on sound business prin- 
ciples, while annually billions of 
dollars are disappearing into a 
tightly nationalist British Labor 
program. Because the Marshall 
Plan is directed by states and not 
by business men, it has subsidized 
nationalism and cemented the dis- 
unity of Europe. We Germans can 
never build a bridge to the out- 
side world through national bu- 
' reaucrats, but only through many 
contacts between private mer- 
chants and manufacturers.” 

Richard Merton, a Frankfurt 
manufacturer and leader of the 
German delegation in the World 
Chamber of Commerce, added, 
“Socialism leads to wars. If gov- 
ernments run any business with 
. an international market, they be- 

come exporters. Then they no 
longer are standing on the side- 
lines as referees but are in the 
scrimmage.” 

“Common Ownership” Is Favored. 

Some form of common owner 
ship, at least of heavy industry, 
is a principle which has strong 
support in Germany, however. 
About half the population of west- 
ern Germany favors public owner- 
ship of Ruhr industry, public 
opinion pollsters report. The Social 
Democratic Party is for it in the 
form of socialism, but not state 
socialism. The left wing of the 
conservative Christian Democratic 
Union, the labor unions and an im- 
portant segment of the Catholic 
Church are for something close to 
common ownership in demanding 
that labor be given a voice in 
the management of industry. 

The basic law of the new west 
German state has a socialization 
article — Afticle 15 — which pro- 
vides that “Land and landed prop- 
erty, natural resources and means 
of production may, for the pur- 
pose of socialization, be trans- 
ferred to public ownership or 
other forms of publicly-controlled

The economic boom which fol- 
lowed currency reform ang the 
beginning of Marshall Plan aid 
for western Germany apparently 
is leveling off, with the index of 
industrial production at about 90 
per cent of 1936. From now on, 
tougher sledding is in prospect, 
economists think. 

Compared with 1936, according 
to a report by United States occu- 
pation authorities, post-war out- 
put per employe is still low, for 
@ number of reasons. Included 
are lower real wages, poor hous- 
ing, necessary plant repair work, 
plant stoppages resulting from 
equipment failures and materials 
delays, worn-out or damaged equip- 
ment and loss of young and effi- 
cient workers. 

Rash to Bay Ends. 

The first rush to buy has ended. 
and a buyer’s market has come 
to western Germany, as it has to 
the rest of the world. As a result,

Tax Rise Indicated. ‘ 
To pay for the subsidies, taxes, 


which only recently were lowered | 
and which Adenauer hopes to Jow- | 
er further about Jan. 1, may have 
to be raised. A further tax boost, | 
or possibly a capital levy, is in| 


prospect in order to pay for a 
program of compensating those 
Germans whose burdens as a re- 
sult of the war, forced migration, 
currency reform or the occupa- 
tion have been higher than the 
rest of the population’s. Such a 
program, if carried out effectively 
and on a large scale, would cost 
billions of dollars. 

Business men are complaining, 
meanwhile, that taxes even. now 
are so high that they “stifle every 
commercial and professional activ- 
ity.” One asked recently, “Can’t 
we have our democracy a little 
more cheaply?” 

Occupation authorities, however, 
disagree violently with the .Ger- 
mans as to the size of the tax 
burden. Both sides agree that 
taxes, compulsory social insurance 
payments and capital levies in ef- 
fect or in prospect total about 20 
billion marks. The Germans. as- 
sert that this figure is half the 
national income, which they gsti- 
mate at 40 billion marks. 

The Allies reply that the na- 
tional income is about 71,300,- 
000,000 marks, which makes the 
tax burden in western Germany 
less than that the United 
Kingdom. Ge business men 
* just think they’re being taxed 
heavily, the Allies contend, be- 
cause taxation according to abil- 
ity to pay is a relatively new 
concept in Germany. Under the 
Nazis, the maximum income tax 
rate for an individual in the 
top bracket was only 56 per cent. 
It is now, in the top bracket, 
95 per cent. 

In any case, the tax rate was 
impeding a solution to one of 
Germany’s most pressing economic 
problems, finding investment cap- 
ital for construction and recon- 
struction of bombed buildings, for 
replacement of worn-out and in- 
efficient machinery and for devel- 
opment of agriculture and new in- 


dustries. 
Tax-Free Loans. 


As a result, new tax laws pro- 
vide for various kinds of deduc- 
tions from gross income in order 
to encourage saving and invest- 
ment. Two new private loans, 
floated recently by Germany’s Re- 
construction Loan Corporation, a 
public agency resembling the Unit- 
ed States Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, to obtain money for 
housing and industrial construc- 
tion and agricultural credits, were 
tax free for investors. 

Prospects for investments are 
not too bright, even with such in- 
ducements. Financial experts, Ger- 
man and Allied, estimate that 
about five billion marks ($1,190,- 
000,000) might be made available 
in the 12 months ending next 
March 31, about half of which 
would come from public sources. 
That sum, however, is only a drop 
in the bucket for western Ger- 
many, where aS much as one 
fourth of the total capital was 
lost as a result of the war.

NEW YORK, Oct. 25 (UP). 

ORMER Ambassador James 

W. Gerard, a major stockholder 

in the company, issued a state- 
ment yesterday denouncing United 
States Steel’s insistence on em- 
ploye contributions toward pen- 
sions. 

“I am convinced,” he said, “that 
United States Steel’s failure to ac- 
cept the findings of the Presi- 
dent’s commission and thus avert 
the present tie-up of the steel in- 
dustry is a disservice to the em- 
ployes,. the shareholders and the 
country.” 

Calling the fact-finding board’s 
recommendations “modest conces- 
sions: to labor,” he insisted: 

“The steel! industry is making a 
grave mistake by not settling this 
strike promptly. If it will not deal 
with responsible union leaders like 
Philip Murray, for instance, who 
has shown himself to be opposed 
to the Communists, it will have to 
deal with Socialists, Communists, 
or worse. The only way to pre- 
vent *& revolutionary seizure of 
power is to demonstrate that our 
economic system, the best in the 
world, can produce this world’s 
goods in enormous quantity and 
at the same time offer a measure 
of security to the men and women 
who toil to make that production 
possible.” 

Gerard was appointed ambassa- 
dor to Germany in 1913 by Presi- 
dent Wilson and held high posts 
in the Democratic party, serving 
as treasurer of the national com- 
mittee in 1932 and chairman of 
the finance committee in 1934, 

He said that his family owns 
more United States Steel stock 
than all of the corporation’s direc- 
tors put together.

It was a ceremonial occasion, and Mr. Truman 
might have made a ceremonial speech. The 
blue and white banners made a pretty picture of 
the steel skeleton along the East river, and Mr. 
Truman might have made a pretty speech. 

Instead, he txok advantage of the UN’s fourth 
anniversary and its headquarters cornerstone- 
laying, to plunge into the most concrete threat 
to international peace: control of atomic energy. 

He took proper cognizance of “the aspirations 
of mankind.” But he did not remain lofty and 
vague. “The controversies which divide us,” he 
said, “go very deep.” And he cited the atomic 
controversy as perhaps the most serious. 

But—and this is important—he said once more 
that the United States is eager to acctpt inter- 
national control which will turn atomic energy 
from a threat into a boon. He urged all to bring 
such an agreement into being. 

This has been American policy ever since Mr. 
Truman went before Congress on Oct. 3, 1945, 
to say: “Civilization demands that we shall reach 
at the earliest possible date a satisfactory ar- 
rangement for the control of this discovery... .” 

That also was the central idea of the Agreed 
Declaration issued at the White House on Nov. 
15, 1945, by the President and Prime Ministers 
Attlee and. Mackenzie King. The theme was 
elaborated in the Acheson-Lilienthal report of 
March 28, 1946, and still further developed in 
the Baruch plan. And it is the essence of the 
UN control plan adopted by the General Assem- 
bly on Nov. 4, 1948. 

Under this plan, the United States is willing 
to vest ownership of all sources of nuclear fuel 
in an international agency. It is willing to turn 
over the operation of all dangerous atomie 
activities. It is willing to grant this body the 
right to license all non-dangerous activities. 
And it is willing to submit to inspection. 

History affords no example of a similar sacri- 
fice of sovereignty. Yet its acceptance has, so 
far, been blocked by the Soviet Union. The 
Russians have offered only stalling counter- 
proposals. They want the destruction of all 
existing bombs. After that, they say, it will be 
time enough to talk about controls. But con- 
trols must be set up before any bombs are de- 
stroyed. And there can be no veto. That 
logic ought to be clear to the Kremlin. Then 
why the stalling? 

Do the Russians believe that they can win an 
atomic arms race against the most technolog- 
ically advanced nations in the world? Or do 
they, simply not trust the rest of the world? 
That such may be the case is suggested by 
Vishinsky’s statement on Sept. 18, 1947, that the 
UN would not vest atomic control in a body “on 
whose benevolent attitude the Soviet Union can- 
not count.” 

If fear is the motive for Soviet reluctance, 
there may be some hope. The Russians may re- 
consider the safeguards offered by the Ameri- 
can and the UN control plans. They may also 
begin to give weight to the more legitimate 
fear, the fear of what would befall the victims 
of an atomic war. They may even read Isaiah: 


Their land shall be soaked with blood... 
from generation to generation it shall lie 
waste; none shall pass through it for ever, 
and ever. But the cormorant and the bit- 
tern shall possess it. 

Such thoughts may convince them of the 
earnestness of Mr. Truman’s appeal at the UN

Mission for Real Estate Men 

With hardly a ripple, the Board of Aldermen 
accepted $731,000 of federal money to plan pub- 
lic housing developments for 5800 St. Louis fam- 
ilies. Yet the slum-owners and other organized 
real estate interests have no love for this pro- 
gram. The St. Louis Real Estate Board has not 
suddenly had a change of heart. So it must be 
assumed that these people learned at last that 
they were licked. ; 

They richly deserved a licking. Nevertheless, 
it would be a pity if their collective energies 
should now be dissipated in defeat, because a 
finer mission lies before the real estate fra- 
ternity if it will but assume the task. The hous- 
ing industry is in urgent need of an industrial 
revolution to bring down the nearly prohibitive 
cost of its product. 

Had this been accomplished in the period 
when the Fords were working a revolution in 
automobile production, housing today would still 
be private enterprise in the honest sense of the 
term. There would have been no need for spoon- 
feeding the private builder with FHA bounty and 
only a very limited need for public housing. 

No one but a few Socialists can be entirely 
happy about the spread of public housing, but it 
became inevitable when the private industry did 
not learn to heed the realities of limited family 
budgets. The industry still has a wide-open op- 
portunity to reform itself and hold the greater 
part of the business of supplying shelter. Here’s 
hoping it tries and succeeds. 
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The Noronic, Tragedy of Errors 

Neglect after neglect is the theme of the 
Toronto hearings on the Noronic disaster.

Through the years the Communists have used ° 


their union power to spread revolutionary doc- 
trine, to create factionalism and to lead political 
strikes such as the long Allis-Chalmers wartime 
walkout. They even defied the CIO itself. Re- 
cently the Farm Equipment Workers ignored 
CIO orders to merge with the United Auto 
Workers and voted to join the left-wing United 
Electrical Workers instead. 

Philip Murray and his CIO leaders have a long 
list of grievances against the Communist minor- 
ity. The question is whether Murray will try to 
discipline the Communists, throw them out of 
the CIO, or attempt both in varying degrees. 


If the decision is for disciplinary measures, 
the CIO executive board will have to consider 
whether these. can be enforced. The discipline 
so far has not always been effective, but it has 
accomplished a good deal. The CIO has stimu- 
lated right-wing rebellion against left-wing 
leadership. In the struggle, the leftist unions 
have lost membership and influence steadily. 


If the decision is for expulsion, two problems 
will arise. The first, and most immediate, con- 
cerns the AFL. Last year the AFL spent nearly 
$2,000,000 on an organizing campaign that netted 
only 20,000 members. This year, an AFL leader 
said, “We've got to raid the CIO.” Expulsion of 
the leftist unions would weaken industrial 
unionism and encourage jurisdictional warfare. 

The second problem, which affects the nation 
as well as the labor movement, is whether there 
shall be a third labor federation in America, 
firmly under Communist control. 

There are 11 CIO unions allegedly dominated 
by Communists, with a total membership of 
887,000. Perhaps, if these unions were isolated, 
they might wither away. But Richard L. Strout 
of the Christian Science Monitor reports, as an 
“educated guess,” that more than 600,000 work- 
ers might remain with the leftist unions if 
these were expelled by the CIO.’ Most CIO 
leaders also suspect that a third labor organiza- 
tion is exactly what Communists have in mind. 

This would confront the nation with a small 
but highly unified and dangerous new force in 
its economic life. So far labor has undertaken 
a responsible task of cleaning its ranks. If the 
CIO expels the left-wing unions, it will wash its 
hands of the job. 

Would it not be better for the CIO to follow 
its present course?

Perhaps the standpatters in the inner coun- 
cils of the American Medical Association found 
a little comfort in the headline which an- 
nounced that the Health Officers’ Association, 
meeting in Washington, had adopted a resolu- 
tion critical of the Administration’s proposed 
national health legislation. 

Such comfort, however, must have been fleet- 
ing because the dispatch under the head dis- 
closed that the health officers criticized the bill 
because, in their opinion, it does not include 
“adequate provisions for preventive medicine 
and the future development of modern public 
health service.” In other words, the health 
officers want more, rather than less, than the 
President has suggested. 

This consideration really does not go to the 
heart of the big medical problem. But it is 
just one more sign of the current trend. The 
real demand is not so much for a new way 
of practicing medicine as it is for a new way 
of paying for adequate care. There is an as- 
sortment of reasons why many Americans are 
not getting the medical help they need, but 
the chief reason is that they can’t afford it. 
Medicine can’t be left in the luxury class. 

Since Congress has left most aspects of this 
problem untouched, the medical profession has 
still another chance to offer genuine leader- 
ship in its solution. It has another opportunity 
to realize that this is not a campaign against 
doctors, but an effort to make their services 
available to all who need them. The leaders of 
the organized profession still have a chance 
to do what many individual doctors have done; 
that is to take a constructive, helpful approach 
to a major national problem. 

Will they do this, or will they continue to 
pay for the fulminations of a pair of high- 
pressure publicity artists? 
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Gen. Vaughan describes himself as a “shock 
absorber.” Unfortunately, this clever device 
does not absorb anything like the shocks it 
gives out. 
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A Penny Here, a Pound There 
Britain’s $784,000,000 cut in her budget may 
not seem to be drastic, but it can hardly be 


. translated ‘in terms of a prosperous America. 


Each penny of these millions will come from 
pockets slowly emptied by war and austerity. 


School children will pay s penny more for 
their meals, where meals are already slim. 
Many building projects will be abandoned, 
where postwar reconstruction is far from com- 
plete. Patients will buy prescriptions under the 
medical plan which, as our Mirror of Public 
Opinion says, was meant to assure the nation’s 
health. And military budgets will be hacked by 
$84,000,000, though Britain is the key to Atlan- 
tic defense. 

This acds up to a saving equal to about 8 per 
cent of the national budget, and in terms of its 
effect, the result is not so very much. Prime 
Minister Attlee says that, following devaluation 
of the pound, food prices will rise. The stand- 
ard of living will fall even lower than it is. No 
one can say how far these measures will help to 
make up for the dollar deficit in trade that has 
been running to a billion dollars a year. 

British determination is being tested to the 
utmost. But even with the new sacrifices, is the 
end in sight? Even among a valiant people,

How Britain’s Health Plan Operates 


The Mirror 


Public Opinion 


Unlike American doctors, British physicians did not attack gov- 
ernment medical plan as a whole, health authority notes; says Eng- 
» lish program is neither as good nor as bad as often pictured here; 
most citizens are pleased but practitioners advise some changes,

All too many descriptions of the British 
health plan have been intentionally biased, 
calculated to prove that it is the worst plan 
in the world, or perhaps the best. This 
report will attempt to take a middle posi- 
tion based on the belief, growing out of 
some personal knowledge, that the British 
plan is neither as bad as those who fear 
national health ‘insurance in the United 
States have painted it, nor as good as the 
British doctor would 
like it to become. 

The British have 
had a national insut- 
ance program (for 
lower income work- 
ers since 1912, re- 
stricted to the serv- 
ice of general prac- 
titioners. The Brit- 
ish Medical Associa- 
tion itself recom- 
mended broadening 
this system and is in 
agreement with the 
basic principles of 
the present plan. 

The fight by the 
Medical Association just before the new 
service began related to relatively minor 
problems and did not represent an attack 
on the plan as a whole. This is a radically 
different position from that of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, which violently op- 
poses national health insurance as such. 


Not Labor’s Plan Alone 


The British Health Service, incidentally, 
should not be considered a product solely 
of the Labor party, since the broad pro- 
posals drawn up under Winston Churchill’s 
coalition government provided the frame- 
work on which Aneurin Bevan, the present 
Minister of Health, drew up his modified 
scheme. 


Certain important features of the British 
system are especially noteworthy. It is 
actually not an insurance plan since all but 
about 10 per cent of the costs are paid from 
general tax revenue. Very comprehensive 
service is available to anyone who wishes 
to avail himself of it. 


Neither doctors nor citizens are obliged 
to participate and private practice is al- 
lowed to continue. The patient has com- 
plete freedom in the choice of his family 
doctor, and the doctor may take the patient 
on his panel (patient list) if it is not al- 
ready full, or reject him if for some reason 
he wishes to do so. 


Reactions of general practitioners to the 
service depend a good deal on the type of 
practice in which they engage. They are 
paid on a capitation basis, receiving about 
$3.60 per year for each patient, with a limit 
of 4000 patients to a panel. In industrial 
areas private practice consisted previously 
almost entirely of the dependents of insured 
workers who paid small fees if any. These 
dependents are now on the panels and the 
doctors are actually, making larger incomes 
than before, . 


Defects m Operation 


Rural practitioners cannot look after a 
full panel of 4000 because of the sparse 
population and travel distances. The mile- 
age fee does not compensate entirely for 
this problem and consequently there have 
been losses in over-all income. General 
practitioners in the well-to-do suburban 
areas—among the best group of doctors in 
Britain—have in many cases suffered seri- 
ous reduction in income. 

The present plan puts too great a 
premium on increasing the number of pa-

tapering cs fee of perhaps $6 per. 
patient for the first 1000 patients. This- 
would make it possible for a doctor to 
handle a smaller number of patients than 


at present without serious reduction of in- 
come, and he would thus have time for a 
more thorough job. 

Spectacles are being provided at a rate 
well above the original estimates. Since 
opticians are paid directly by the health 
service according to the number of spec- 
tacles provided, the cost has been three or 
four times what was estimated. 


Demands for dental care have also 
greatly exceeded expectations. Dentists 
are paid according to a fee schedule for 
services rendered, and the fees exceed those 
prevailing previously in private practice. 
They were set at such a high level because 
the Ministry of Health felt greater incen- 
tives were required to bring new men into 
dentistry. ‘ 

Defects. which make the British system 
rather less than perfect are fairly evident 
in this recital of its functionings. It seems 
clear that too much has been attempted in 
too short a time. Specifically, had there 
been time for pilot studies to secure an 
indication of the degree of demand for 
services, it would have been possible to 
estimate costs much more accurately than 
has been the case, 


Approval in Principle 


It is not true, however, that the total cost 
is running four or five times what was esti- 
mated. Actually the total cost is only 
about $30'per capita annually, which hap- 
pens to be the amount estimated back in 
1932 in the United States by the Committee 
on the Costs of Medical Care. But general 
practice is being overburdened, and this is 
probably the most serious present problem. 


On the other side of the picture there are 
certain very definite strengths, The man 
on the street is very pleased to have uni- 
versal comprehensive coverage established 
as a right and the “means test” abolished. 
General practitioners may prescribe any 
drugs they wish and they now see illness in 
its earliest stages, when treatment is best 
begun. Research is being supported by 
larger funds than were previously available. 

Representatives of the British Medical 
Association, disturbed by certain very un- 
favorable reports on the British system cir- 
culated in this country, seem to welcome an 


opportunity to point out their approval of 


the general principles of the plan. They 
give the impression that they do not con- 
sider necessary administrative readjust- 
ments impossible of accomplishment. 

Those familiar with both the British 
scheme and the general picture in the 
United States realize that the British plan 
could by no means be transferred in its 
entirety to the United States. Certainly, 
however, there are many features from 
which: we can learn a great deal as we 
plan to improve our oWn national health 


service.

THE BIG KNIFE, by Clifford Odets. (Random House, 

147 pgs., $2.50.) 

The old-fashioned Faust sold his soul to 
the devil—the modern Faust sells his ideals 
to Hollywood. The results are equally 
tragic. That is the theme of “The Big 
Knife,” newest play by Clifford Odets 
which is now available in book form. 

“The Big Knife” is about Charles Castle 
a great movie star, and a prodigious money- 
maker. Mr. Castle’s old contract has ex- 
pired and a new one would guarantee 
him a fabulous salary for 14 years. But 
Castle is reluctant to sign. His wife, whom 
he deeply loves, threatens to leave him if 
he does. She wants him to break away 
from the stranglehold on his creative 
spirit—she wants him to leave Hollywood 
and go back to the stage. She sees him sur- 
rounded by sycophants and afraid of his 
own political and social convictions. 

Fate then steps in. Castle has been in- 
volved in a hit-and-run accident in which 
a small child was killed. The studio had 
arranged for his publicity agent to take

prison sentence, but 

now that Castle re- 

fuses to sign the 

movie moguls threat- 

en to throw the book 

at him. From here 

on the tragedy moves 

swiftly. Charles 

senses his own doom 

—the existential man, 

who, having chosen 

his mode of life has 

maneuvered himself 

in a position where 

choice is no longer 

. permitted him. The 

Clifford Odets “Big Knife” — the 

knife that severs life—is the way out of 
his dilemma. 

Clifford Odets knows how to write dia- 
logue that evokes turbulent emotions with 
an economy of words. With a phrase here 
and there, tangential to the main conversa- 
tion, Odets shows the inner psychic make- 
up of his characters as they act out their 
tragic roles before you. His new play has 
a freshness and vitality reminiscent of his 
early plays which electrified the New York 
theater back in 1935 when he first ap- 
peared on the literary scene. 

If we go back to Odets’ first play, “Awake 
and Sing” a more significant evaluation 
than that of outlining the plot can be 
made of his new play. In “Awake and 
Sing” young Ralph, brought up in the de- 
pression era, is at first insensitive to in- 
tellectual life, but gradually awakens to 
the social forces which shape his destiny. 
With his newly found ideals he sets out 
to help change this world into a more 
just one. 

That was in 1935. Fifteen years later 
young Ralph of “Awake and Sing” is 
Charles Castle, the successful movie star of 
“The Big Knife.” Like Ralph, Charles too 
has his awakening and finds out he has 
sold not only artistic gift but part of his 
spirituality for the pleasures of the flesh,

There was no discounting the enthusiasm 
of the man, however, and the record of 
his good work among the Indiaris eventually 
brought about his reinstatement. 

The missionary in the early West cer- 
tainly has a place in the pioneer scene and 
the story of Cowley’s struggles with a small 
income, a t leg, a large fam- 
ily and the opposition of other denomina- 
tions and the Office of Indian Affairs, is

prices began to decline. They 
dropped from 40 to 50 per cent and 
the consequences here were seri- 
ous. Moreover, the Finns found 
they ‘could no longer sell their 
wood products to South American 
countries for dollars because South 
America had exhausted its dollar 
supply. 


Half as Many Dollars. 


The net result is that in 1949 
the Finns will have available about 
half the amount of dollars they 
had in 1948. And that means Fin- 
land will be forced into a closer 
economic embrace with Russia, 
which is certainly one of the ob- 
jectives of the men in the Krem 
lin who want to make the states 
in the Soviet orbit completely de- 
pendent on Moscow. Finland will 
be increasingly oriented to the 
East rather than to the West. 

As the price of wood pulp 
dropped and dollar purchases de- 
clined, a wage crisis in the wood 
industry developed. The Commu- 
nists were quick to take advantage 
of it with exaggerated demands 
and, eventually a strike that had 
as its real intention political and 
economic chaos and the seizure of 
power. 


Reds Were Licked. 


Thanks to the solid character of 
the great majority of the Finnish 
ow and to the tough-minded 
capability of such younger men as 
33-year-old Unto Varjonen, Min- 
ister Without Portfolio, the Com- 
munists were defeated and the 
strike was ended. But ‘that is far 
from meaning that the crisis in 
the wood industry is ended. 

The answer is not necessarily 
fin loans or handouts from the 
American Government. In the long 
run loans and handouts solve 
nothing. What is essential is to 
achieve some kind of meaningful

The pre-fabricated houses made 
by the Finns are probably not up 
to American specifications. Amer- 
icans here who have inspected 
them say they would not pass 
Army tests, 

But, surely, if the United States 
would send a few experts here to 
work with the Finnish manufac- 
turers, it would be possible to 
work out details of a ready-built 
house that would come up to mini- 
mum requirements. I would guess 
that the Finns could make such 
houses for half the American price 
and include the cost of delivery. 


Plain Common Sense. 


This is the kind of practical ar- 
rangement that could mean a 
great deal to Finnish indepen- 
dence. For America, where dwin- 
dling forest reserves are being rap- 
idly cut down, it is plain.commoua 
sense. 

Economic dependence on Russia 
can bring the kind of pressure 
that can mean eventually political 
dependence. To pay the repara- 
tions bill, Finland has created a 
meta] industry that has turned out 
machines for Russia. New Finnish 
shipyards have sent ships across 
the Baltic to Leningrad. 

There is not likely to be any 
market for this production except 
the Soviet Union when once all 
the world gets caught up on its 
needs. That is at the outset a 
binding link witb the East. The 
United States can see that positive 
steps are taken in the wood indus- 
try to counter this trend and those 
steps can be to America’s advan- 
tage. That is the real way to 
wage the cold war.

The family’s physician appealed 
to the American Cancer Society. 
The society arranged to pay the 
hospital bill while the father paid 
the doctor’s fee. Two months 
later Bobby died, but his parents 
knew in their hearts he had been 
given every possible chance that 
gam medical science could pro- 
vide. 


800-YEAR-OLD PIPE 
FOUND ON SITE 
OF INDIAN VILLAGE 


CHAMPAIGN, IIl., Oct. 25 (AP) 
—An 800-year-old Indian pipe has 
been found by University of Illi- 
nois archeologists excavating a vil- 
lage site near Meredosia, Ill. 

The pipe is one of several hun- 


dred items dug up in one of the 
few known remains of Hopewell 
Rndian villages. Made of stone, it 
is about 3% inches long, with the 
bowl carved in the form of an 
animal. The animal has not been 
identified. 

Prof. John C. McGregor said the 
finery of Hopewell chiefs is known 
from many excavations of burial 
mounds, but this is the first at- 
tempt to learn about the everyday 
life of the tribe. The Hopewells, 
who get their name from the site 
in Ohio where their culture was 
first identified, inhabited the cen- 
tral part of the United States. 

Meredosia is on the Illinois river 
about 20 miles northwest of Jack- 
sonville.

The musical revue, a rare bird in 
thede parts, made a lively and 
welcome return to the American 
last night in “Inside 
U.S.A.” a Broadway success which 
seemed to have yy 
original sparkle and dash after 
months on the boards. With 
Beatrice Lillie, who is just about 
the most expert comedienne in the 


business, appearing in seven 
skits, it was bound to have its hap- 


work of Lew Parker, some dances 
designed by Helen Tamiris which 
are bursting with vitality and 
imagination, and a_ refreshing 
background of an uncommonly 
good-looking bunch of girls fill it 
out to make it an evening of zest- 
ful entertainment. 

Not that everything about the 

musical is sheer delight. The 
songs by Producer Arthur 
Schwartz and Howard Dietz lean 
more on quips in the lyrics than 
any musical substance. The dia- 
logue of the skit writers isn’t 
always up to their ideas in clever- 
ness. There are a few spots in 
the show which don’t quite come 
off. But they are of little moment. 
They’re always through in a hur- 
ry, and then it’s time for Miss 
Lillie to come on again, with that 
smile which suggests she has just 
sucked a lemon. 
In a day when most comedi- 
ennes confuse humor with facial 
contortions, awkward body gyra- 
tions and ear-splitting brassiness, 
it’s a pleasure and a relief to 
watch Miss Lillie work. She’s the 
ter of under-statements. Her 
g lines are dropped airily, not 
pounded in. A wave of her hand 
or a gleam in her eye is all she 
needs to point up a line. She has 
the gift of combining acidulous 
satire with broad burlesque and 
keeping the combination in hand. 
In such well-conceived skits as 
the choral -paean to Pittsburgh 
with Bea as director, as a femme 
fatale who is the inspiration for 
Chopin, Liszt and Tschaikowsky 
in turn, or a mermaid providing 
allure for the Pilgrim fathers at 
Plymouth Rock, she is outrageous- 
ly funny. But even where the ma- 
terial isn’t as deft as it might 
be, as in the skit about a super- 
stitious maid to a Broadway star 
on opening night, written by Moss 
Hart, she keeps it amusing.

The sober-faced Mr. Parker had 
his innings in skits about a tired 
man trying to go to sleep in a 
hotel room full of fiendish scien- 
tific sleep-inducing apparatus, and 
as the proprietor of a schoo] :to 
teach waiters how to insult din- 
ers.

NEW YORK, Oct. 25—Walter A. 


Fairservis, director of a _ three- 
man American Museum of Natural 
History expedition to Afghanistan, 
disclosed yesterday that while rid- 
ing in a jeep across the Dashti- 
Margo—the “Desert of Death’— 
in search of water last August, 
he discovered the “lost city” of 
Peshawarun, 30 square miles in 
area and formerly inhabited by 
100,000 persons. 

This legendary city, believed to 
have been abandoned at the time 
of the Crusades, is one of the 
most important clues ever uncov- 
ered in the mystery of the move- 
ment of peoples out of Central 
Asia. 

“This city has been lost in the 
mists of antiquity, and a heavy 
aura of local native superstition 
hangs over it,” Fairservis ex- 
plained. “Native villagers kept 
away from it, though they have 
known of its existence for gen- 
erations.” 

Garrisoned Ly Alexander. 


A sudden climatic change eight 
centuries ago is believed to be the 
explanation of why this “imperial 
city,” once garrisoned by the 
troops of Alexander the Great, 
was suddenly emptied of its popu- 
lation, which probably moved to 
India in search of subsistence and 
is reported to have founded the 
city of Peshawar on the Afghan 
frontier. 


Peshawarun, once in a fertile 


valley on one of the ancient trade 


routes to India, became a “ghost 
city” in a desert where the only 
life to be found today is the des- 
ert viper, Fairservis explained. 

Unlike most archeological dis- 
coveries, Peshawarun is almost 
completely intact today, showing 
only the ravages of time and the 
strong winds of Central Asia. The 
outer wall was broken in part, 


while some rubble was found in- 


side the city. The rest of Pesh- 
awarun, however, was an arche- 
Ologist’s dream of a find, as the 
citadel, houses, palaces, aqueducts, 
fountains and irrigation ditches 
showed little signs of damage. 
The museum’s expedition, the 
first American archeological team 
ever to be sent to Afghanistan, 
was in search of pre-Mahometan 
cultures. 

Fairservis, with Henry W. Hart, 
architect and graduate of Yale 


University, and Louis Dupree, 
graduate student at Harvard Uni- 
versity, was motoring across the 
desert looking for a water source 
when they saw on the horizon the 
outline of a large city. Their maps 
and other information had pro- 
vided no previous suggestion of 
the city’s existence in that area. 

Household articles, jewelry, 


bronze and iron tools, bits of cloth- | 


ing and gther items found in- 
side the city were evidence that 
its inhabitants “had a very high 
cultural level.” Peshawarun had 
once been occupied by Alexander’s 
troops, and the Greek influence 
was predominant in the decorative 
motive. Then the city became an 
outpost of Mahomet’s erusading 
armies about 700 A. D., Fairser- 
vis stated. 
Two Theories Advanced. 

There are two theories why this 
city was suddenly emptied of all 
life. One was that Tamerlane, 
sweeping down out of the high 
plateaus of Asia with his nomadic 
hordes, looted Peshawarun and 
killed all its inhabitants. This is 
a legend of Afghanistan. How- 
ever, Fairservis pointed out that 
there was no evidence of war 
damage or any skeletons to be 
found in the city, outside the reg- 
ular graveyard. 

The other and more probable 
explanation is that climatic change 
ended the existence of Peshawa- 
run. Lack of water forced the 
mass migration, not only of its 
residents, but of the population in 
that part of Central Asia. 

As a yardstick to measure the 
possible historical importance of 
this “ghost city,” Fairservis said 
that Kabul, present capital of Af- 
ghanistan, has only 150,000 resi- 
dents today. 

Fairservis and his colleagues are 
now studying material which they 
brought back from Peshawarun, in 
further effort to explain the mys- 
tery of its sudden demise. Next 
spring, another expedition of the 
American Museum will return to 
the area to continue the study of 
this archeological bonanza.

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MIRRORS ON STAIRS 
REDUCE INJURIES TO 
WOMAN WORKERS 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25 (AP) — 
Full-length mirrors can make life 
safer for a woman. 

Frederick S. Kent, sanitary engi- 
neer of the Public Health Service, 
Washington, told how yesterday 
at the annual meeting of the 
American Public Health Associa- 
tion. 

A war plant had many accidents 
each day when woman workers 
made a dash ‘for the stairs at 
quitting time, he said. 

The company posted “Be Care- 
ful”. signs at each landing. They 
didn't slow up the rush. 

Then the company installed full- 
length mirrors at each landing, 
“shrewdly applying the knowledge 
that no woman could pass a full- 
length mirror without pausing for 
at least one look.” 

“Accidents were reduced very 
materially,” Kent reported. 

A lot of research is needed to 
learn why <:ccidents occur, Kent 
said, The mirrors are an example 
of how various bits of knowledge 
or psychology can be used now to 
cut down accidents, he added.

TOLEDO, O., Oct. 25 (AP)— 
Senator Taft (Rep.), of Ohio, pro- 
posed last night a Monroe Doc- 
trine for western Europe and a 
stronger United Nations to keep 
the peace. 

“Since I favor those programs,” 
he said, “I find it hard to under- 
stand how anyone can attack me” 
as an isolationist. 

Taft spoke before 1300 members 
oi the Toledo United Nations As- 
sociation. 

The United States, he _ said, 
should make clear to Russia that 
if it attacks western Europe “she 
will find herself at war with us.” 
This, he said, would amount to a 
Monroe Doctrine for western Eu- 
rope and would be far more ef- 
fective than the North Atlantic 
Treaty, which arms other nations. 

“Monroe Doctrine Successful.” 

The Monroe Doctrine, one of 
the United States’s main foreign 
policies in the nineteenth century, 
warned Europe in effect to keep) 
hands off South America or risk | 
war with the United States. 

“No doctrine has been as suc- 
cessful in maintaining peace as 
the Monroe Doctrine,” Taft as- 
serted. “That was a_ unilateral | 
declaration which did not contain | 
the slightest suggestion of arms 
for any Latin American country.’ 

He said he “regreited that the 
United Nations was founded pri- 
marily ,on ‘power and expediency

|OUTPUT OF AUTOS | 


FOR YEAR TO BREAK 
RECORD TOMORROW 


DETROIT, Oct. 2% (UP)—Unit- 
ed States automobile makers will 
break their annual praduction 
record tomorrow despite curtail- 
ments due to the steel shortage, 
industry experts said today. 


Statisticians for Ward’s Auto- 
motive Reports said the 5,350,421th 
vehicle of the year will roll off 
‘an. assembly line “sometime to- 
morrow.” By the end of the week 
the old record of 5,621,715 for Unit- 
ed States-Canadian output, set in 
1929 along with the United States 
high, also will be topped. 

The postwar boom in automobile 
buying reached its peak this year. 
Other factors in the output record 
including the shortening of “chang- 
over” shutdowns for new models 
and the lack of any major labor 
troubles outside of the 25-day Ford 
strike in the spring. 

Steel shortages have reduced 
weekly output from the record to- 
tals of August and threatened a 
complete shutdown of the indus- 
try before Nov. 15. 

The two biggest producers, Ford 
and Chevrolet, were at the top of 
the heap again this year, but 
Ford’s strike put its total at just 
690,000 to date, far below the “mil- 
lion car year” in 1929. Chevrolet 
which turned out 956,557 vehicles 
in 1941 topped the 900,000 figure 
last week. 

Ward’s estimates put the total 
United States production at 4,325,- 
052 cars and 970,708 trucks at the 
start of the week. Canadian plants 
added 155,491 cars and 83,901 


trucks. The two countries were 
| building vehicles at the rate of 
| nearly 30,000 cars daily in October.

“The men with economic pow- 
er, particularly those in heavy in- 
dustry, supported Hitlerism with- 
out any moral or political com- 
punctions, simply because they 
hoped to. advance their profit- 
making goals,” a party pamphiet 
says.

integrate the millions of new citi- 
zens in the German states into an 
industrial economy and free them 
from begging.” 

The party’s program, which 
stresses its belief that private 
initiative and some private own- 
ership are as essential as pub- 
lic control and state planning, 
urges socialization of mining, 
iron and steel, large chemical 
companies, building materials, 
public utilities, transport, banks 
and insurance companies. 

With the memory of Nazi state 
socialism still fresh, and with 
Russian state socialism only a 
few hundred miles away, the 
party proposes that the socialized 
industries should be operated not 
by the state but by boards of 
trustees composed of representa- 
tives of trade unions, communi- 
ties and “economic associations,” 
and of persons appointed by the 
Legislatures, 


The left wing of the Christian 
Democratic Union, the labor 
unions and the Catholic Church 
also are promoting, in vague 
terms, a “co-determination right” 
—a right of the worker to share 
in the control of industry. Thus 
far, a precise definition of the 
term has not been spelled out. 


Karl Arnold, a leader of the left 
wing of the CDU and minister 
president of industrial Nordrhein- 
Westfalen, explained, “We are try- 
ing to find a new solution to the 
problem of what forms key in- 
dustries should have in the public 
economy, in order to build the 
hew German republilc into a truly 
social peoples’ state. I am for an 
economic policy which, far re- 
moved from laisser-faire, gives 
equal weight to the freedom of 
the individual and our social ob- 
ligations to the economically 
weak.” 


With his eyes on eastern Ger- 
many and the Soviet-dominated 
world, he added, “I have no real 
reason to believe that Erhard’s 
policy is not social. But the little 
man is watching critically to see 
whether the relation between 
prices and wages is equalized.

QUAIL TODAY ARE not increasing, either 
on the whole range or in Missouri. Laws and 
regulations keep killing within bounds, but have 
not increased quail populations in any proven 
case. A protracted closed season in Ohio did 
not materially affect the number of quail, while 
a 27-year test on a 100,000-acre refuge in Okla- 
homa ended with the same result. Predator con- 
trol seemed to hold promise until the men who 
spend their lives studying quail proved predators 
had little or no effect on total populations. Edu- 
cation has helped, but hasn’t yet taught farmers 
how or even why they should raise quail. Plant- 
ing hatchery-raised quail had proved a total fail- 
ure by the end of the 1930s. 

There remains land management as a means 
of increasing the quail population; but the an- 
swers are far from being all in.

They repre- 
sent one of the greatest, if not 
the greatest, spiritual and psycho- 
logical facts in releasing person- 
ality; namely, the thought of 
God’s presence with you. 

Practice believing that God is 
with you and you will get°to be- 
lieving that nothing can be 
against you. By a subconscious 
procedure the sense of inferiority 
and inadequacy gradually gives 
way to one of confidence’ and 
faith. 

Fear and faith are the 
greatest powers competing 
control of the human mind.

I have a friend, a successful 
business man named Jerry Hen- 
derson, who practices this tech- 
nique, and I am indebted to him 
for a very striking story of its 
efficiency.

Henderson was in the Canadian 
Rockies at Lake Louise to climb 
and to ski with a party of friends.

Henderson’s party went with 
their guide to climb White Eagle 
Peak. They climbed all morning, 
and by noonti had surmounted 
5000 of the feet they had 
set out to climb.

Fix It Yourself

Cracks in Plaster at Corners. 


HREE generations of Whip- 

plemeyers have been living in 

the same house on K street 
and three generations of Whipple- 
meyers have been patching a 
crack in the plaster wall in one 
corner of the living room but the 
crack continue to appear. 

This is because cracks in plas- 
ter at the corners call for very 
special attention which the male 
Whipplemeyers are not aware of, 
The first thing that must be done 
is to remove about six inches of 
plaster on each side of the crack. 
Now a strip of metal corner lath 
is nailed over the Iaths. This is 
going to act as a reinforcement 
for the plaster so that it won't

After the corner lath is in place, 
and it should be plumb so that 
you won’t. have the corner run- 
ning at slant, it is covered with 
patching plaster.

You'll 
find that you can do a better job 
if you apply the patching plaster 
in two coats. The first should 
come almost level with the rest 
of the plaster. When this is hard, 
apply a thin finish coat and 
smooth it out nice and level.

GOOD time to discard a black 
three, as was pointed out yes- 
terday, is any time you happen 
to have one. Few and far between 
are the cases when a card of any 
other rank isn’t better worth 
holding than your black three. 
But there are exceptions. For 
example, after drawing from the 
stock you find yourself with this 


This isn’t a very good hand, 
principally because there is no 
wild card in it. It is the very 
start of the play of this deal; 
there are only three cards in the 
pack. Your opponents need 90. 

You are not particularly wor- 
ried about any discard you might 
make, The pack isn’t big enough 


. to worry about, and besides the 


odds are that your left-hand op- 
ponent can’t take your discard 


and make up a 90-point meld any- 
way. 

This is a case in which you 
might hang on to that black three 
and discard one of your low cards. 
(Not one of the fours, however; 
an experienced canasta player 
loves a pair better than he does 
his right arm.) The five, six and 
seven are candidates for the dis- 
card pile. 

Next time around there will 
probably be seven cards, instead 
of three, in the pack. You will 
probably be able to put your black 
three to better use then. And per- 
haps you will even decide to wait 
still another round, when the 
pack may have grown still more, 
and the danger with it. 

Question: A player who has only 
One card left in his hand draws 
the last card from stock and finds 
it is a red three. Does this put 
him out? 

Answer: No. When the last card 
of the stock is a red three, the 
player who draws it may not dis- 
card, and the deal ends.

“We have 500 pupils in this 
school. Our busses go over very 
rough dirt roads, not one foot is 
paved or black topped. Our fam- 
ilies are poor, but hard-working, 
people. We have a very intelli- 
gent group of boys and girls, but 
you might say no library at all.” 
' That, I think, is something that 
should give us all pause. How are 
our boys and girls in the country 
to have an equal opportunity for 
education if some of them have no 
access to good libraries and some 
of them practically no books at all 
to help them? They do have text- 
books, but even these often are in 
poor condition and may not be 
very up-to-date.

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IT MUST BE frustrating for a 
librarian or for a teacher who has 
good training and really cares 
about the opportunities for young 
people not to have the tools to 
work with.

HE declarer fulfilled his game 
contract in today’s deal, by ap- 
plying not only expert tech- 
nique, but a little psychology as 


well.

West opened the spade three— 
and declarer did not play in 
“automatic” fashion from the dum- 
my! Looking very far ahead, he 
carefully selected the spade queen 
—not that this mattered mechani- 
cally, since South himself had the 
blank ace, but (as we shall see) 
the play of the queen rather than 
the ten had its psychological ef- 
fect on East. The latter scarce- 
ly would have put his spade king 
on dummy’s ten, because he would 
have been absolutely sure that 
West was not underleading the 
spade ace against a five-diamond 
contract, but when the queen was 
played, East naturally covered. 


Winning the first trick with 
the blank spade ace, South led the 
club seven directly to dummy’s 
ace, then returned the spade ten— 
and threw his own club ten on the 
trick! Obviously, it was new West 
who was on lead—and West was 
not in a very favorable defensive 
position! Rather than lay down 
the heart ace and establish the 
king which West sensed was in the 
South hand, West returned a 
trump. This was taken in dummy 
with the ten and the diamond 
queen was cashed; then the club 
queen was led through East. The 
latter tried to disguise his club 
holding by promptly playing low, 
but South could not be misled—he 
discarded a heart. He then easily 
ruffed out East’s club king and 


‘could claim the balance. 


Declarer’s plan was extremely 
ingenious, designed as it was to 
keep East, the danger hand, off 
lead at all times, so that there 
could be no heart return through 
the vulnerable king.
